Even if there is no such clear justification for the desired deferral of IG 
Farben's acquisition intentions vis-a-vis companies in which Solvay & Cie 
held an interest, it can be assumed with certainty that the content was 
the same. 


Subsequently, following an agreement in principle on July 3, 1942, IG 
Farben and the Prague Association reached agreements on a case-by- 
case basis that took account of their mutual interests. The 
agreements they reached with regard to the Odessa sulphuric acid 
and superphosphate factory played a significant role in this. 


In its efforts to expand its power, the IG Farben group had come up 
against an opponent who seemed to know how to stop its advance. Both 
promised to share a piece of the plunder from the Soviet. Union, but the 
Soviet army and most of the peoples of south-eastern Europe put a stop to 
it.

As widespread as IG Farben's involvement in south-eastern European 
industry was, and as ramified as the network of IG sales organizations and 
representatives spread across these countries, the Group was still unable 
to reach every potential customer, supplier or employee. This 
consideration and especially 

the intention to place middlemen in all senior positions in the public 
IG-Farben’'s efforts to win over the public not only led to lively, 

but often to leading positions in international business associations. This 
offered the Group various advantages. Through these organizations, it 
was possible to find new business opportunities, initiate business, 
maintain relationships, gain influence, develop junior staff, etc. The man 
who was in charge of this department on the IG Farben Board of 
Management was Dr. Max Ilg ner, who was also the man in charge of the 
Group's Southeast Europe Committee. He was Vice President of the Central

The German monopolies had set themselves the task of developing

It is not yet possible to give a complete picture of IG-Farben's 
connections with the relevant offices of the state apparatus in 
Germany and the countries of Eastern Europe. Many examples from 
the relations between IG-Farben and the countries of Southeast Europe 
should help to give an impression of the position the company took in 
relation to the German state apparatus, how it worked both within it 
and for it, allowed itself to be commissioned and used it to achieve its 
goals. Other examples will show, 

the presumptuous demands the IG Farben group made on the governments of 
the European countries and the wayin which it used German 
government agencies to exert pressure on foreign governments to be 
compliant. 


Every intention in any way to acquire a foreign company or a stake in it 
was, as was customary and necessary, agreed in advance with the Reich 
Ministry of Economics by IG Farben as by every other company. A proper 
notice of approval was only ever given later. The negotiations regarding 
the plants in Auseig-Falkenau began on September 22, 1938 with the Reich 
Ministry of Fconomics153 at the request of the Group, and the plants were 
transferred to the IG-Farben subsidiary and the Reich Ministry of Economics 
on October 11, 1938.

However, IG-Farben occupied a special position due to its economic and 
political power, its power of disposal over experts and finances, and 
this far beyond the scope of its “competitors” in the traditional sense. In 
state-monopoly capitalism, there is no longer just competition for sales, 
raw materials and labor, but above all for state finances and state 
power. 


In September 1939, the Foreign Office declared that it was not ina 
position to provide the official couriers with Finnish mail, but was not ina 
position to do so.

Farben, which not only had sales organizations in all countries, but also 
production companies in many of them, all of which constantly hada 
wide variety of income and payment obligations in foreign currency, was 
not dependent on conducting its business bilaterally. It is probably 
impossible to determine today to what extent these transactions were 
carried out legally. It would also be completely uninteresting for a 
critique of capitalism to examine how international capital cheats its 
own and other capitalist states; with one caveat: with the help of many 
examples, it would be impossible to determine the extent to which 
these transactions were carried out legally. 

It is necessary to examine how, through such currency transactions, the 
corporations of highly industrialized countries bring capital into and 
withdraw it from less industrialized countries in various forms and how 
this ultimately harms the national economy and the people of these 
countries. Of course, these processes do nottake place in sucha 
simple way, they are rather hidden in the very opposite transactions,

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1 that, due to the expected reduction of remaining import barriers, a further 
increase in exports can be achieved in some cases, or that new additional 
opportunities for exports or production of industrial goods will be opened up in 
some areas previously dominated by foreign competition; 


2. that, on the other hand, for a variety of reasons (e.g. shortages of raw materials

If this assumption about the position of I. G. Export is correct, it must be 
examined whether I. G. should not be involved in the implementation of 
projects, participations, etc. within the framework of its business policy in the 
Southeast in the sense of the statements made under I, in particular with regard 
to the increased activity of other groups. It should be emphasized as a matter of 
course that this question is essentially of an economic and business policy 
nature and in no way prejudges the question of whether technical reasons or 
other prerequisites of any kind speak for or against project planning or 
participation, which can only be judged from a technical point of view. etc. 


In addition to the recognized principle that projects for the intensification of the 
agricultural sector should not be carried out without the support of the I. G.

Dr. Ilgner described it as desirable if agreement could be reached on the 
implementation of this directive, which was accepted by Mr. Solvey at the time. To 
this end, he first asked for some information on the ownership of the East 
European chemical factories in Hungary.

Mr. Solvay agreed to this in principle and promised to send corresponding letters 
to Mr. Eudore Lef@vre, the head of Gefucin and Soud Industrielle in Zurich, as 
well as to the Prague Association, copies of which should be sent to the I. G. He 
would ensure that we are informed immediately of any problems of this kind that 
arise.

The Association also wishes to reach certain agreements with Greece and 
Trensniatria. It is agreed for both countries that prior consultation will take place 
between the Association and Bratislava before the establishment of new factories and 
before the acquisition of interests in the sulphuric acid and superphosphate sectors.

The agreements discussed at the time in Frankfurt, which were based on the 
basic agreement of July 1942, are finally formulated as follows, taking into 
account the circumstances that have arisen in the meantime: 


a) Croatia: 


On the basis of the previous status of ownership, according to which Croatia was 
supplied from ZORKA until the outbreak of war, Dynamit-Nobel, Bratislava, 
recognizes the Prague association's claim to leadership in the sulphuric acid and 
super phosphorus project in Croatia, 

rec 
ognizes the Prague Association's claim to leadership of the sulphuric acid and 
super phosphate project in Croatia. The Prague Association agrees that Bratislava 
will intervene within the framework of the Croatian quota of 52%. It is agreed that 
the share to be acquired in this way, in which Bratislava would sub-participate to D. 
S. I., may not exceed 48% of the share capital. 
However, the Association is of the opinion that the present time does not appear to 
be suitable for entering into such negotiations with the Croatian group. 


b) Bulgaria: 


In Bulgaria, there is NO ownership of the sulphuric acid and superphosphate sector due 
to production. The import of superphosphate to Bulgaria has so far been insignificant, 
while imports of sulphuric acid to Bulgaria have been carried out by ZORKA and 
Hungaria as well as by I. G. and PreBburg. 


As a result of the Frankfurt meeting on July 3, 1942, the association was given the 
lead in the negotiations with Bulgaria. These negotiations have since led to the 
granting of a concession for the construction of a sulphuric acid, superphosphate 
and copper vitriol factory. A corresponding company has now been founded by 
early Frankfurter Unterhaltungen, the association is prepared to connect 
share of 49% in this new Bulgarian company. The I. G. proposes that the 
association should hold the qualified minority of 26 %.

An agreement on the ownership of the superphosphate factory in Odessa can only 
be reached once a decision has been reached on the applications of the Association 
and Bratislava. It is agreed that each of the 


the partner informs the other partner if his or her application has led to a decision. 


If the plant remains in Odessa or Transnistria, the partner that receives the license 
to operate the plant or acquires the plant offers the other partner a 50 @ share. 


In the event that the Romanian authorities only give permission for the plant to be 
transported to the Romanian Old Kingdom, PraBburg leaves the plant to the association, 


If the plant is operated in Odessa - Trananiatria, the association waives special 
precautions in the event that at a later date goods should be transferred from 
Trananiatria to the Romanian Old Kingdom. 

Conversely, Bratislava waives reservations regarding its property rights in the 
Romanian Old Kingdom in the event that the plant is reassembled in the 
Romanian Old Kingdom. “ 
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
